METHODIST BISHOPS MEET. 


Im p o rta n t G a th erin g in 
M ount 
V ernon 
C hurch, B a ltim o r e. 
Baltimore, Md., Oct. 27.—The semi* 
annual meeting of the bishops of the' 
Methodist Episcopal Church is being 
held here. The object of the meeting 
is the assignment of bishops to the va­ 
rious conferences which will assemble 
within the next six months. Lay rep­ 
resentation in the annual conferences 
is almost certain to receive some at­ 
tention. Of the 600 delegates which 
composed the last general conference, 
about 200 were laymen and 400 minis­ 
ters. An effort was made at that con­ 
ference to put through a resolution ad­ 
mitting to its subsequent sessions 
members of the laity, both men and 
women, in equal numbers 
with 
the 
ministry. So radical a change in the 
government of the church requires a 
three-fourths vote of the annual con­ 
ferences in the United States, and a 
two-thirds majority in 
the 
general 
conference. 
The 
requisite 
three- 
fourths in the annual conference was 
obtained, but the attempt to get a two- 
thirds majority in the general confer­ 
ence failed. The reopening of the sub­ 
ject is due to the fact that the major­ 
ity of the Methodist Episcopal minis­ 
ters in the country desire the change.

T h e Shah's Day's W ork. 
A vivid account of the daily life of 
the shah of Persia is contributed to The 
Illustrated Magazine by Mr. J. F. Fra­ 
ser, who visited Teheran in the course 
of his world’s tour on a bicycle. 
“ How does the shah spend an ordi­ 
nary day? Well, he is a busy man. He 
rises early, performs his devotions, has 
a piece of thin, pasty Persian bread and 
a glass of sweetened tea.

“ Duriug breakfast extracts from En 
ropean papers, chiefly French, are read 
to the shah. Following breakfast the 
shah probably has an hour’s sleep, and 
then, after some glasses of tea, he will 
amuse himself with working a little 
telegraph instrument, playing backgam­ 
mon with his ministers—who are care­ 
ful not to win—setting and resetting 
plants in the gardens or taking photo­ 
graphs. He has even been photographed 
in bed and has pictures of himself dress 
ed in uncomfortable Prussian military 
attire and even in the garb of an Eng 
! lish curate.”

Aud 
for the toil which knows little rest the 
possible maker of the family’s prosper- 
t ity receives what is granted by the head 
of tile house, whose temper and awk- 
j ward mindedness may possibly prevent 
the wife's achievement of a still great- 
i cr prosperity, involving a large dot, 
and therefore a more shining marriage 
for the daughter.—Harper’s Weekly.
